AREA UNDER GROP,1949/50 


When the annual farm statistics were being collected last autumn, 
farmers were asked to indicate the areas that they intended to sow with 
wacat, barley and oats for all purposes (for grain, hay or feeding of f ) 
for this coming season, 


During the last few weeks, particulars of their actual Sowings have 
been obtained from a number of farmers in all districts of the State 
and whose areas under crop represent over 40% of the total area under 
crop. These actual sowings were compared with the areas intended for 
sowing by the same farmers and the comparative figures obtained were as 
follows:- Wheat - Intended 850,841, Actually sown 850,12. 
Barley - Intended 253,605, Actually Sown 251,755, and Oats - Intended 
2735359, Actually Sown 268,342 acres. 


This sample collection indicates that the areas actually sown varied 
only slightly from that which had been intended and the estimated totals 
given below are based on this experience. Compared with the previous 
season, wheat shows a decrease in every Division of the State, while 
Barley and Oats acreages are practically the same throughout, 


The following statement gives the comparison of the total areas 
for certain specified seasons.
